KO GERMANS NEED APPLY.

As heretofore stated by telegraph, a league is
formed in Paris the members of which bind
themeelves not to employ Germans, and even
Frenchmen who are sugpected of having com-
mercial dealings with Germang are not safe from
il treatment.  An affiche hias been posted upon
the walls of Paris, showlng the action of the
aulborities in the matter, which we translate as
follows:—*The syndical chambers have met,
apd bave unavimously decided that no Ger-
man sball benceforth admitted into houses
of business in Paris.” We also trnuslate
the first article of this Antl-Prossian League:—
“Article 1. The National Autl Prassian
League s constituted for a period of five
FCars. Its object is—(1) To place
natives of Alsace and Lorraine in the com-
mercial establishments of the principal towns of
Fraunce, In order to avold espionage by ex-
ciuding Prussinn employes and replacing them
br our former compatriots. (2.) To procure
ald and employment for such of tue population
of the aunexed territory as may refuse to live
under the Prussian yoke, and shall emigrate
into Franee. (84.) To distribete throughout the
couniry all works narrating the acts of eruelly
committed by the Germans, in order to foster
aversion sgainst our enemios. (4.) To vresent
to the colleges, lyceums, schools, and free in-
stitutions, works ecoocerning Germany, her
manners and customs, her ambition, her ten-
dencles, In order to silr np Iln youthful minds
ihe desire to avenge thelr country.”

DECISION OF COMMISRIONER PLEA-
BANTON,

The following decision of the Commis-

sioner of Internal Revenne is of great inte-

ress to tax-payers. The article from the New
York Tribune, which we republished yos-
terdsy in this paper, will explain the matter
more fally. It may even be that the 7T'ri
bune's nrticle smggestod the order of the
Commissioner, which we here present: —

of income for the year 1870 in detail, as set
